THE WATER-WORKS. | 


Supt. Chaphe Before the Delegates 
Investigating Committee. 
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High-Service Engine No. 3 a Failure—The 
Daily Water Supply Not More Than 29,000,- 
000 Gallons for the Past Year—Mr. Chaphe 
Assumes A'l Responsibility for the Manages 
ment—Interesting Developments. 


The Water-Works Investigation Commit- 
tee began work yesterday afternoon, Chair- 
man E. C. Slevin and Messrs. Walsh, Fox 
and McAllister being present. Mr. Slevin 
conducted the examination of Superintend- 
ent A. B, Chaphe, who was the only witues# 
on the stand, and the vther members of the 
cominittee chipped in an occasional question, 
Citizen Fink had his domed brow poised on 
the thumb of his left hand, as he leant on 
his elbow in 4 big arm-chair and_ listened to 
the testimony. There were numerous 
reporters present. and an _ occasional 
official dropped in to get the drift 
of the investigation. Altogether a great deal 
of interest was manifested in It. 

Superintendent Chaphe was very emphatic 
and self-assertive in his statements. He is a 
tall, lank down-East Yank with red hair and 
beard, a malarious hue in his face, and a sug- 
gestion of store clothes that don’t fit in his 
toilet and general make-up. He uses his 
long yellow fingers freely in elucidating his 
marks, and is inclined to be snappish and 
deuematic in argunent. “As I repeatedly 
said before’ and “If vou would only remen- 
ber what | have said,” are frequent prefatory 
expressions he indulges in in answering 

uestions. His testimony yesterday re- 
erred principally to the  macnhin- 
ery at the works, and the very 
important fact was brought out that high- 
service engine No. 3, contracted for to pump 
24,000,000 gallons a day, had never done this 
amount of work and was to-day incapable of 
pumping more than engines No. 1 and Nv. °, | 
whose Capacity is 16,500,000 gallons each. 

MR. CHAPHE 

testified that he was chief mechanical engi- 
neer of the Water-Works, which position he 
had held fortwéive years. Representing the 
Knapp Fort Pitt Company, of Pittsburg, 
during the construction of the Works, he, at 
the earnest solicitation of Commissioner 
Whitman, cansented to take charge of the 
sane = When finished. Mr. Whit- 
man made no contract with 
him for services, the Knapp Company 
after promising hii $3,000 a year voluntarily 
paying him $102 day. He severed his con- 
nection with the Knapp company in 1871 and 
then entered the service of the city, in which 
he had rewained ever since. 

He then deseribed the machinery in use in 
the Water-works and said the pump cham- 
bers of Nu, laud No. 2 age broke in 
1874, the break being caused by some defect 
in the designs. Both breaks cecurred at 
about the same time and were similar in 
their character and effect. New pumpcham- 
bers of a different design were then putin 
and gave eutire satisfaction. Some of the 
engineers employed at the works had licenses 
and some liad not; the existing license 
ordinance did not apply to city employes. 
Nubody was employed, however, except men 
thoroughly competent for the work. Wit- 
ness’ son was employed as an enginéer at 
the Works; the young nan was 23 years of 
age, and competent, besides being well ed- 
ucated, having given three years’ service 

IN THE MACHINE SHOPS, 

“The men are emploved by Whitman,”’ 
said Mr. Ofiaphe, in ahswey to a question. 
**He has the hiring of them, and they are ap- 
proved by Mr. Flad. Whitman empivys ail 
except the day laborers. I cannot say how 
many men have recommended to Mr. 
Waitman; don’t know that [ have recom- 
mended as many as three; some 
of the men have been there 
since the beginning of the Works. 
l have not empioyed any men myself; that 
authority, as Ll said before, being invested in 
Mr. Whitman. lL suppose, yes, if I recom- 
wend a man he would likely be employed.” 

The capacity of No. 1and No. 2 high ser- 
vice engines was 16,500,000 gallons each, 
when they were built; they were equal to 
this work how. Once, about two years after 
they went into use, the two pumped 36,000,- 
000 gailons in one day, but he never tried it 
again and never would. Witness was en- 
tirely responsible for the management of the 
works, and he did not allow tue machinery 
tu be strained or put to an unnecessarily 
severe test. Machinery, like a human 
being, a wagon, or a piece of furniture 
would wear out in time, and an engine an 
pumps capable when new of giving 16,000,00u 
or 17.000,000 gallons daily could not be ex- 
pected to keep this up all the time. Valves 
wear out, and not onty the valves and pump 
chambers butthe engines themselves lose 
strength and power. 

THE CYLINDER OF AN ENGINE 
ought to be rebored every two or three years 
to make it true,and a new piston put in ;such 
a thing could not be done at the WaterWorks, 
as months were required fora job of this 
kind, and the demand on the machinery was 
too great to allow any single engine to rest 
that long; new pistons had been 
nut in, but the cylinders had not 
been  rebored. Sometimes an engine 
at the Water Works ran a whole month with- 
out stopping a minute; they had been in 
constant use night and day for twelve years, 
and it was the wonder of all scientists who 
called to examine them that they were so 
nearly perfect and lasted so long. An ordi- 
nary small engine in use teu hours a day for 
six days in the week would be pretty nearly 
wrecked after three or four years’ service; 
put here were ponderous pieces of machin- 
ery working twenty-four hours a day every 
day in the month for adezen years. It was 
to be expected that they were not 
as good now as when nhew, and _in- 
deed the wonder was that they did their 
work so well after such long wear. Durin 
the past year No.1 and No. 2 engines hac 
not pumped more than 29,000,000 or 30,000,000 
gallons daily. ‘This had been the capacity 
foralongtime, He had not told a reporter 
in 1879 tliat these two eugines pumped 33,- 
000,000 or 

34,000,000 GALLONS IN ONE DAY. 
They had reached that figure only once, the 
ocecasiun referred to previously in his testi- 
inony, but would never do soagain, Wit- 
ness's judgment prevented him from allow- 
ing the engines to pump more than about 
29,000,000 gallons aday ; they were not capabie 
of doing more; they did not pump any 
more during the recent shortage, in which a 
water famine was seriously threatened.

Believing that such display is not in harmony 
with American ideas and customs, is shocking to 
the seusibilities of many, and entirely at variance 
with the sentiments and wishes Of a great portion 
of the people of this community, we respectiully 
ask the Rev. H. J. Lynch to use his influence in 
procuring the removal of the images how erect- 
ed and ih preventing the erection of others of like 
character. 

When the signers of this document soon 
after discovered that their Catholic custom- 
ers had left thew and had transferred their 
trade to the neighboring town of Salisbury, 
there were mvure meetings, violevt speeches 
and committees sent to demand of the mills 
that ali Catholics should be discharged 
therefroin unless the images were removed 
from the church-yard. 

If these enlightened and liberal peaple of 
Lakeville wou!d only turn out now and burn 
a witch or two, we shuuld feel assured that, 
no matter how the restof the country may 
bave gone astray, New England natives still 
adhere to the ancient landmarks of bigotry 
and intolerance.

THE DEAD HAND AGAIN. 

Another bad feature of Mr. HErnrRy 
GEORGE’S land system has recently been de- 
veloped in the Indian Territory. The land 
there has been “nationalized.” No individ- 
ual is permitted to ownan acre of it. The 
land owned by each tribe is occupied in coin- 
mon by its members and a majority of them 

violentiy oppose any distribution of the soil 
among them in severaity, . Their idea is that 
the tribe can hold it forever for the common 
benefit of all, whereas individuals would 
fool it away for a song and become homeless 
vagabonds and paupers. They see progress 
all around them and in their midst the stag- 
nation and stunted development inseparable 
from a land tenure which stakes from indi- 
viduals all incentives to build permanent 
houses and barns, plant orchards and other- 
wise improve farms for their descendants 
to inherit and enjoy, and still they 
contend that this tenuye is better than one 
which would allow it to slip through the fin- 
gers of individuals into the hands of shrewd- 
er and richer white men. | 

It appears, however, that a “National 
Council’ is even more liable than individual 
owners to be improvident in squandering 
real estate, and Indian Councils are follow- 
ing the example of our Congress in that re- 
spect. With delusive pleas of public benefit 
and the usual appliances of corruption, the 
Standard Oii Trust has obtained a perp@tu- 
ally renewabie lease of 6,000,000 acres for 
$200,000 per annuin from the Cherokee Coun- 
cil for grazing purposes, and unless Con- 
gress shall take some preventive action the 
fraud will be consummated. 

Irrespective of Indian interests. we must 
stop this acquisition of land by corporations 
that never die and leave heirs to divide it 
into smaller holdings. In California alone, 
they now hold, free from ali forms of tax- 
ation, over 12,000,000 acres, or more than 
the monasteries held in England, when her 
Government was compelled, by obvious con- 
siderations of public safety, to abolish for- 
ever the evils of mortmain land tenure. 
The amount now held by corporations in the 
United States under the blight of the “dead 
hand” is appalling, and there are 100,000,000 
acres more in danger of going the same way 
unless Congress does its duty with respect 
to the revocable grants. 

As for this Standard Oi! Trust, it is already 
the most monstrous devil-fish that was ever 
tolerated under any Government. Every 
man, woman and child in the Union is a 
victim of its ravenous greed. A colossal 
monopoly which defies the authority of the 
States, tramples upon all laws, evades tax- 
ation, and yet makes war upon every petty 
village or grocer that dares to ignore its 
mysterious aud lawless power over railroads 
and other lines of businesa, we must not let 
it become a land monopolist also. We want 
laws which will effectually prevent any cor- 
poration from acquiring or holding land, ex-

necessary for roadways, depots, manufact-

The Petrifying Properties of California 
Spring. 
From the San Francisco Chronicle. 

In Livermore Pass; Alameda County, on 
the old road from Haywards and San Jose to 
Stockton, about twenty miles southeast of 
Mount Diably, stands the Mountain House. 
The region round about has a celebrity as 
having been the rendezvous of a gang of 
Mexican desperadoes of the worst stamp. Its 
roprietor, Mr. Zimmerman, a veteran of the 
Mexican war, is well known by all the pio- 
neers and travelers of that section, among 
whom his ijnguistie abilities and his skill as 
raconteur bave rendered hima general fa- 
vorite.

tion, by which as great a change way be 
wrought in human destiny.

parks and gardeus or with aris extended 
ior torchlighis or gas ‘ee on street corners. 
itmay be a trifle hard to induce conserva- 
tives to failin with the plan, but an attempt 
wiil be made. ‘There is oue poiut in connec- 
tion with his wonderful spring vet in doubt, 
and it is this: What effeet would it have 
upon human beings if taken ivternuaily? 
Linere are strong reasons to believe that it 
would be fatal, aud if the couipauy can pre- 
vail upon the Government to ail.w them to 
experiment upon a condemned maielactor 
the question may be satisfactorily decided. 
As itis, a chicken induced tov drink of the 
water and closely Waiched speedily gave 
sigos ot an internal disturbance, acted w.id- 
ly, fluttered its wings, spun round and with 
a strugzie’sank to the ground dead. lt was 
at once cut open, thougi with difficulty, the 
knile striking a hard ubstacie at the first cut.

A HISTORIC WOMAN, 


The Friend of James Buchanan’s Youth 
Ends Her Life in an Almshouse. 
trom a Philadelphia Special. 


Mrs. Rev. Amos Thompson, better known 
as Emma Jacobs, died at the aimshouse in 
this city to-day. Shecame to Philadelphia 
from Lancaster at the age of 14, when James 
Buchanan, afterward President, wasa law 
student. Heis said to have followed her 
here. Buchanan’s acquaintance with her 
years later was the only scandal that ever 
tainted the reputation of his distinguished 
life. The liason with Emma Jacobs was as- 
cribed by his most intimate friends as the 
vause of the sudden and untimely death of 
Miss Gurdner, to whoin he was engaged, and 
whose death issaid by Mr. Curtis’ to have 
saddened Buchanan’s life. After his fian- 
cee’s death he probably never saw Emma 
Jacobs. She got possession of the house at 
No. 618 Cherry street, on the corner of 
Bercxiey piace, which she elegantly fur- 
nished. She was large of stature, remark- 
abiy beautiiul, and of the finest taste in 
dress. iany years ago she meta Presby- 
terian clergyman nawed Thompson whom 
she ci@imed to have married. The alleged 
husband aiterwards ielt her, became insane, 
and was sent tu the insane department 
of the Blackly Almshouse. In recent years 
she made frequent charitable visits in Moya- 
Mensing ;risou and tothe almshouse, aud 
one Gay found her husband in the maniac’s 
cell. While he lived she cared for bim in the 
most tender manner. She accuinuiated a 
large fortune and owned several houses on 
Berckley piace. As sbe grew older she be- 
came interested in puoiicy-drawing and 
squandered ail her savings, and aiter her 
husband’s death she was admitted to the 
aimshounsein November, 1881, by Guardian 
James Chambers. She gave her age then as 
68 years. A few weeks ago, being afflicted 
with dropsy of the heart, she feit her end to 
be appruaching, and gave orders that some 
valuable clothing that she still possessed, 
among which was a Paisley shawl, should be 
devoted to deiraying tie expenses of her 
burial, and in consequence of this fore- 
thought the body was taken to-night toa 
fashionable undertaking establishment on 
Arch street.

With Phelps Out of the Field, It is a Race 
Between Marmaduke and Bashaw— 
What Politicians Say. 


Special Correspondence of the Post-Dispatch. 

JEFFERSON City, August 29.—During the 
ex-Confederate reunion in this city your 
correspondent ‘button-holed a few of the dis- 
tinguished visitors as to the next guberato- 
rial contest, with the following result: 
REPRESENTATIVE LITTON OF CALLOWAY: 

‘‘T have heard but little politics talked this 
summer, and { can’t say how my county will 
go for Governor, but I know that Judge Ba- 
show will have considerable following.” 

MR. H. 8. HERBERT 

of the Rolla Herald, was broached upon the 
gubernatorial question. He replied that al! 
the prominent men were being killed off by 
being boomed soearly. His people were 
¢alking Phelps and Marmaduke, but should 
Phelps not be a candidate, which he very 
much doubted, the race would bé between 
Marmaduke and Bashaw. 


HON. J. M. PROCTOR 
of Boone County said his county would cast 
her seven votes-for Judge Bashaw. He was 
not only a neighbor but was one of the best 
men in. the world. He is an honorable, 
Christian gentleman, a lawyer of ability, 
and withal well acquainted with the needs of 
the great State of Missouri, having served 
three terms in the State Legislature, one of 
which as Speaker and the other as Chairnian 
of the Ways and Means Committee. 
HON. 8. C. ROGAN, 
of Jackson, said Phelps made 
a mighty good Governor, but “I don’t 
think our people want him any more. Mar- 
maduke will make a good Governor, so 
would Bashaw.  Iserved with Bashaw two 
sessions of the Legislature and on the same 
committees, and | found him a hard worker. 
But there is no telling now who will be the 
choice of our people, perhaps some man not 
yet named.” 
TOM €. CRAMMER 
Will propose to nominate Marmaduke or 
‘bust’ a belly-band. 
Ss. T. HARRISON, 
of Calloway: ‘‘All one way in my neighbor- 
hood, for Marmaduke, but we were for him 
four years ago.”’ 

Maj. Mellon of St. Louis was asked what 
he thought of the guberuational outlook. 
Lie was rather averse to talking and switch- 
ed off on to the Treasuryship and said 
that a majority of the members of 
the Southern Historical Society of St. Louis, 
of which he was one of about 150, preferred 
Eiijah Gates for that position. é said, 
however, that, aside from Phelps, Judge 
Bashaw was much the strongest man in St. 
Louis. 

CART. C. J. BOWER, 
Kansas City lawyer and an ex-Confederate, 
was next interviewed. He said: “There 
has been some talk of Phelps, but 
the race is really between Marmaduke and 
3ashaw. In my representative district the 
delegation will perhaps stand two for Bashaw 
and one for Marmaduke. The rest of the 
city and county will likely be divided. Judge 
Bashaw was a gailant Contederate during 
the war.” After a pause he said: “Il am 
disgusted with this reunion, it is nothing but 
a political pow-wow, and the sooner we dis- 
pense with such meetings the better.”

ENLARGING THEIR BUSINESS. 


The Water-Gas Company Undertake the 
Manufacture of liluminating Gas. 


An important meeting of the shareholders of 
the St. Louis Gas, Fuel and Power Company 
was held at the office of the company, No. 
603 Washington avenue, on Saturday last.

a majority of the shares of the capital of 
the company. Mr. J. J. Davis acted as 
chairman. lie stated that the object of the 
méeting was to consider and act upon a prop- 
osition to extend and change the business 
the company. Mr. Post offered the follow- 
ing resolution: ‘‘Resolved that the business 
of this corporation be extended so as to in- 
giude, in addition to the objects set out and 
specified in its original articles of associa- 
tion, the manufacture aud vending of gas or 
any other agent for illuminating, 
fuel, heat and power purposes, or 
either of them. the lighting of the 
streets, alleys‘and public places of said city,

The Remarkable Changes of Pros- 
pects and Sentiments in the 
Saloon Fight.

The Representative of the State at the 
Four Courts Says the State is Helpless 
and Illustrates the Same. 


Prosecuting-Attorney Claiborne has _ re- 
turned from Jefferson City. where he went 
for the purpose of attending the reunion of 
the Confederate soldiers, and incidentally in- 
terviewed the Governor, or incidentally at- 
tended the reunion and went to interview 
the Governor. His sentiments hive 
undergone a .most surprising change, 
and his talk no longer indicates that 


he is prepared to “Knock anybody 
out” or that he has any “dead’ners” or ‘‘su’ 
points. His presentation of the situation 


this morning is certainly a gloomy one for 
the advocates of the Downing law or the 

rohibitionists. The few remedies that are 
left will hardly be resorted to according to 
his expression to-day, and he leaves the im- 
pression that the tprosecution has been hit 
in the “mark” and isall in a heap. A re- 
porter accosted him this morning and asked: 

“Did you see Governor Crittenden yester- 
day at Jefferson City?” : 

“Yes, I called on him and had avery 
pleasant chat.” 

“What does he thinx about the situation in 
St. Louis?” 

“‘He says that the law should be in force. 
He said just about what he is reported as 
saying in yesterday’s Post-DisPATcu.”’ 

**Wiil he call a special session of the Legis- 


lature?” 

“i am under the impression § that 
he will, if the Downing law is 
defective. You know the Legislature might 
enact a law to-day and repeal it at the next 
session. Judge Noonan in his recent deci- 
sion says that the Downing law dues not re- 
peal the law of 1857 and that a genera! repeat! 
is not sufficient as it should be expressly stat- 
ed in the Downing law that it repealed the 
act approved sueh a date, 1857.” 

‘“‘What do you propose to do?” 

“Well,l will have to wait and see what 
Judge Noonan’s decision will be on the poiut 
which he has under consideration until to- 
morrow. If he decides that the Municipal 
Assembly was authorized to pass the ordi- 
nance granting permission to sll refresh- 
ments except distilled liquors on Sunday, 
why, that ends it. He may hold that since 
the majority of the votes cast on that propo- 
sition was in favor of authorizing the Assem- 
bly although it was not the majority of the 
votes cast on that day that the ordinance 
was legally passed.”’ 

**In the event of this decision will you take 
any case up to a higher court?” 

“| can’t; there is no way for the State to 
appeal. Iican’t take up a case without the 
cooperation of the defense, and of course all 
these men belong to the Association and will 
not put themselves in sucha positionas I 
have stated, so that l can’t take up one of 
these cases.” 

“W nat cases do you distinguish as these?” 

**The 800 cases now on the docket.’’ 

‘*The Governor, then, will call a special ses- 
sion of the Legislature, you think ?” 

“I don’t say he will, but it the Downing 
law is defective, I think he will.”’ 

“If the Downing law does not repeal the 
law of 1857, failing to mention the latter in 
express terms, it is defective?” 

“Yes, 1 think so.” 

‘Well, then, if Judge Noonan has so pro- 
nounced it defective and you have no appeal 
from his decision, don’t you think an extra 
session will be held ?’”’ . 

“I don’t know of any way to get over 

“Is the State helpless ?” 

“Yes, sir.” 

“‘Are there any ways to bring the matter 

before a higher court?’ 
_ “Well, yesacase might be made up, for 
instance start a man in the saloon business, 
grant him a license and have him to sell beer 
on Sunday and then arrest him and then 
take the case up. Or ft might be done 
through a mandamus on the collector by get- 
ting a man to adit that he had sold beer on 
Sunday and then when he is refused a license 
to mandamus the Coliector.”’ 

“Will the State resort to these methods to 
get the matter before the higher courts?” 

“IT cantsay now. The State can dv noth- 
ing in either of these cases if the decision to- 
morrow is against us.” 

“Did you acquaint “Governor Crittenden 
with tie heipiess state of affairs in this 
city ?”’ 

‘Weil, no.” 

“You can’t say whether he will call 
a special session of the Legislature 
to amend the law or not?” , 

“If it is defective 1 think he will.” 

““Don’t you say thatthe only court that 
can possibly give him any advice on this 
matter has already decided that the law is 
defective, inasmuch as it does not repeal the | 
act of 1857?” : 

“Well, i wish you would come and see me 
about this thing to-morrow after. Judge 
Noonan gives his decision on the new point I 
have raised, 1 was just now thinking t hat 
the questions might be taken up by a map- 
damus proceeding on the Collector if Judge 
Noonan’s decision to-morrow is adverse to 
the State.” 

“If this decision ig favorable to the de- 
fense what will be the result ?’’ 

“Why they can go on selling beer until the 
law is amended, which will not be until the 
winter after next if no extra session is called. 
But you understand that they cannot sell 
whisky onSunday. ‘hey can only sell re- 
fresiments, distilled liquors excepted.” 


Chasing a Chicken Thief. 

The western suburbs, in the vicinity of 
the Cote Brilliante Police Station, is being 
nightly visited by chicken thieves, who, dur- 
ing the last month, baye raided not less tham 
fifty hen houses, each coop vielding on an 


mounted officers having sixteen miles 
to cuver asa beat, and are unable to visit 
any part of it over once a night. Early this 
morning John Quinlan, residing on the St. 
Charles Rock Road, near Papin avenue, was 
awakened bv an unusual uproar created by 
his watch-dog. A hasty visit to his yard 
convinced him that some one was in his hen 
house. ‘The other male members of the 
family were awakened but before the hen 
house could be surrounded a very large 
negro with a sack full of chickens rushed 
through the yard. A fively chase followed, 
in which Mr. Quinlan captured the sack of 
chickens but allowed the negro to escape. 
Three of Mr.Quinlan’s neighbors were visited 
last night and over two hundred chickens 
secured. The police were notified but as 
they have been robbed themselves little 
hopes are entertained of capturing the 
thieves. é 


EAST ST. LOUIS. 

Several unimportant motions were dis- 
posed of before Judge Lountz in the City 
Court this morning. 

Jerry Hogan had his right arm fractured 
last evening by being thrown froma horse 
he was riding along Collinsville avenue, 

Ex-Officer Kinney had a difficulty with a 
railroad man on the C..B. & Q. platform last 
evening, which terminated by Mr. Kinney 
being struck on the head with a heavy piece 
of iron, receiving a very ugly cut. Dr. Win- 
ton dressed the wound and does not consider 
it dangerous. 

The Schoo! Board held an adjourned meet- 
ing last evening at the Middle School, all the 
members being present. The question of 
building a school for the colored children 
was considered, and the attorney for the 
School Board instructed to commence con 
demnation proceedings in the County 
Court against the Owner of the 
property on St. Louis avenue and 
the Rock Road. A few months since peti- 
tions were circulated among the tax-payers 
describing sites proposed for the colored 
school and giving the price asked by each 
owner, the site securing the most signatures 
to be selected, The property on St. Louis 
avenue and the Rock Road owned by the 
Connecticut Land Company was selected at 
$10 a foot, but when the representatives of the 
Board went to close the bargain, it was 
found that Mr. Meintz had purchased the 
property. Mr. Meintz was perfectly willing 
to sell but wants three times the amount 
asked by the original owners. The School 
Board will endeaver to have. the property 
condemned for public purposes, and as’ Mr. 
Meintz is determined to resist their efforts, 
a colored school is not likely to be built for 
some tiine to come.
